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Work of Canada’s|% 


Parliament 


(By Hon. W. R. Motherwell) 


An offort hhs been made, by not 
altogether disinterested parties, to 
belittle the net results of the recent 
sesson of Parliament. 

Speaking more particularly with 
respect to agriculture, I may say 
that I cannot recall any session of 
parliament since Confederation that 


| passed more beneficial legislation on 
{behalf of agriculture than the one 


recently prorogued, True, five months 
was a long time to spend in per- 
forming the work but that is one of 
the prices we must pay for groups in 
parliament, all of whom have to have 
their say, 

A number of acts have been 
passed such as “An act to amend 
and consolidate the Acts respecting | 
Live Stock” and “An Act to rorulatal 
the sale and inspection of Fruit and 
Fruit Containers’, which can be 
merely referred to here as contain- 
ing very important and up-to-date | 
legislation in their respective fields. 
The same may be said of the amend- 
ments to the Feeding Stuffs Act and 
the Dairy Industry Act, the later of 
which provides for the prohibition of 
the manufacturing and importation of 
filled butter, filled milk and filled 
cream—three pernicious __ practices 
that were quietly but persistently 
establishing a foot-hold in Canada} 
to the great detriment of the dairy 
industry. 

In addition to this important leg- 
islation affecting one of our chief 
corner stones of Canulian agricul- 
ture—dairying—was the fight to a, 
finish during the last session on the 
puestion of whether the prohibition 
of the manufacture and importation 
of oleo. would again be reverted to, 
us it existed for thirty years prior 
to 1917. By an non-party vote of 
fifty four to one hundred and twenty 
five olio, for the time being, re 
ceived a solar plexus blow that will 
take some recovering. /Noth 
ing daunted, however the packers’ 
professional lobbyist was an anxious 
inquirer around the corridors the 
week following the vote, doubtless 
with a view to renewing the battle 
ut some later date. 

The report of dairy commission 
er Mr, J. Ay Ruddick and Mr. W, A, 
Wilson on their return from New

According to the most reliable:reports by banks, elevator companies, rall 
Wars and Government departments available at the time of writing this arti- 
cle, Western Canada is on the eve of harvesting the greatest wheat crop in its 
history Conditions in all Prairie Provinces are reported as being 
uniformly favorable, with losses and adverse conditions applicable only to 
comparatively small and isolated districts 

The net result is a generally accepted estimate of a crop of 500,000,000 
bushels of wheal, not to speak of other grains Such a production means 
huftdreds of millions of bushels as an exportable surplus, for whieh Ca 
must find a market in other countries. At the same time it is estimated that 
the United States will have an exportable surplus of 200,000,000 bushels as 
well as a surplus carried over from last year. Crop conditions in Australia 
and the Argentine are reported as good, and it is even predicted that Russia 
will i Wheat for export, although the condition of the Russian transporta- 
tion systems may make shipment difficult.

| A number of changes in regulations 
affecting Chinese immigration have 
announced by the Government, 
Applicants for substitutional certifi- 
cates must pay $25 in future and a fee 
{of $10 will be charged by immigration 
| officers for endorsing passports, 

Owners, agents or masters of ves- 
sels upon which Chinese are employ-, 
ed, upon entering Canadian ports, in}! 
future must place cash bonds with 
immigration authorities as surety that 
the provisions of the Immigration Act 
| Will not be violated. For every Chi- 
|nese employed on the vessel a bond 
of $1,000 will be required. While in 
port Chinese members of the crew will 
not be allowed to land. 

Other technical changes have been 
made in the regulations respecting 
{Chinese in transit. They provide 
for strict medical inspection at ports 
of entry and for bonds to be placed} 
in the hands of immigration authort- 
tles by the transportation companies.

Forty Million Bushels Required and 
Crop Is Short 

The crops of Japan will show ® con- 
siderable decrease as compared with 
; totals of last year, according to infor- 
mation received by the Department of 
Trade and Commerge. The estimated 
yleld of wheat is 24,685,045 bushels, 
which is a decrease of 1,060,125 bush- 
| els from last year's crop, As the to- 
tal requirements of Japan amount to 
about 40 million bushels annually, a 
large amount will have to be import- 
ed to make up for deficiencies in 
domestic supplies, it is stated, There 
are substantial decreases in the estt- 
mated yield of both barley and rye, ag 
compared with last year.

The Salford Cattle Market 


Sound Advice to Canadian Cattle Ex. 
| porters Regarding Marketing Con- 
dition In Britain 


The last of the embargo on cattle 
from Canada has caused the greatest 
activity in the different markets of 
Great Britain in the sense of addition- 
al preparations for the largely in- 
creased shipments expected from all 
parts of the Dominion, 


In order that these preparations may 
become widely known to all interest- 
ed in the export of store and butcher 
cattle, it is the purpose of these few 
articles to describe, us clearly as pos- 
sible, the preparations which are being 
made in Great Britain for the efficient 
and economical handling of Canadian 
cattle, The various ports of disem- 
barkation will be described and the 
proximity of feeding districts, distri- 
bution points and selling facilities 
pointed out. The wide awake ex- 
porter must constantly bear in mind 
that he must investigate the line of 
least resistance when getting his 
beasts.to market in Britain and he will 
only have himself to blame if he does 
not do this, and as a natural conse- 
quence cut his costs to the minimum. 
“'The greatest meat eating area of 
Great Britain is in the north, and this 
is approached by way of the Salford 
Jattle Market, adjoining the City of 
Manchester. The most direct route 
to this market is to sail right up the 
Mersey and the Mancliester Ship Can- 
al, This bare statement, however, 
does not convey much and it will be 
necessary to go into some of the sal- 
fent advantages to the Canadian ex- 
porter in the use of the Salford Cattle 
Market,

The Mastodon In Canada 


Monster Animals Roamed_ This 
Country Before Advent of 
Man 


The discovery near London, Ont., of 
the skeleton of a mastodon with tusks 
elght feet long shows once more that 
Canada must have presented at one 
time a scene very diffrnt from that of 
historic times. Remains of these 
monsters have been found elsewhere, 
but the valley of the Red Deer River 
in Alberta is their greatest cemetery 
in North America, London is about 
700 miles south of Red Deer River and 
ncarly 1,800 miles east of it. Through 
this enormous tecritory, and probably 
also far beyond the bounds of it, roam- 
ed these and other monsters, The 
general opinion of geologists is that 
the mastodon became extinct in the 
Plestocene age, the period before the 
advent of man upon earth, but many 
American authorities think it highly 
probable that the mastodon and man 
were contemporary for a short period 
onthe North American continent. It 
belongs to the same famlly as the gle- 
phant, which has survived in Africa 
and in Asia. The buffalo once roam- 
ed over the central part of this con- 
tinent in countless thousands, but the 
scene was famillar to men who. are 
still living. »What Canada looked 
like when it was inhabited by the 
mastodon must be left to conjecture, 
except that, if its habits were the} 
Same as those of the elephant, this 
country was no “Lady of the Snows.”

If the light of ajl the stars were to 
go out at once, it would be at least 
four years before we noticed any dif. 
ferences in their light. After that 
time these lights in the sky would dis- 
appear one by one, according to their 
distance from the earth. No one liy- 
ing today would gece the last starlight 
go out if all their lights were extin- 
guished at once. You must remem- 
ber that it takes light 4% years to 
come to us from the nearest star. We 
say a star is so many “light years” 
away, basing its distance on the time 
it takes light to reach us, It takes 
light 100,000 years and more to reach 
us from some of the farther stars. 
From some of the more distant stars 
we are just now receiving the light 
that originally emanated from them 
way back in the stone age—before 
history, It has taken it all these 
years to reach us,
